BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF NEW MEXICO:
Section 1. CONSUMER PRODUCT INFORMATION--IMPROPER
INTERFERENCE IN BUSINESS COMPETITION BY STATE GOVERNMENT.--

A. No state agency, county or political subdivision
shall endorse the viability of a particular household consumer
product or promote the use of one commercial product over
another. No state agency, county or political subdivision shall
provide information on household hazardous substances unless the
information is competent and reliable.

B. As used in this section, 'competent and reliable

means information based on scientific study that includes tests
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performed by a certified laboratory and verified by scientific

peer review.
